ca's foreign politics. The peculiarly 
veiled rhetoric in which he clothes 
his inaugural sentiments admits of 
no other interpretation. 


"The entire address is plainly an 


argument in .support of the neces- 
sity, which President Wilson thinks 
has been shown by. the world war 
that there should be enforced on the 
old world the laws which he had 
evolved in his own mind for regu- 
lating the inter-relations of the ha.- 
tions of the earth in future. In this 
ambition, which borders on magalo- 
mania, is revealed a measure of pre- 
sumption which, thank God, is in 
inverse ratio "to the physical assets 
at his command heeded to achieve 
the realization of his program.

In 
each of its sentences the intention is

States and Germany was welcomed 
with enthusiasm throughout Japan. 
The press devoted columns to the 
telegraphc ' reports announcing the 
break and to .the observations of 
diplomats and publicists on the situa- 
tion. 
The interviews given by prominent 


diplomats and navy officers, all un- 
named, to the press 
unanimously 


agreed that as the American navy is 
one of the strongest in the world, it 
would be an easy task to help crush 
the German naval power in event of 
a declaration of war and thereby ac- 
celerate the termination of the great 
war. 
America would thus cap the 


climax to the titanic.; struggle 
and 


contribute to the restoration of an 
eventual lasting 
peace 
throughout 


the world. 


The Jiji said: 
"The strength and useful effect of 


the American navy will be very far 
reaching especially in sweeping the 
German 
submarines 
from the At- 
lantic, the Mediterranean and -the 
North "sea\ in co-operation 'with the 
entente navies."

DAIRY INDUSTRY IS 


IMPORTANT FACTOR 


IN LICKING COUNTY 


"The milk from one good 
dairy 


cow in ono year \vill eo.itain more 
digestible nutrient.? than the entire 
carcass ot a three year old steer, and 
you do not have to kill the cow to 
get the nutrients." said Ralph I. 
Davis of the Licking Creamery Com- 
pany to the members of the Rotary 
Club at luncheon Tuesday noon, in 
the course of a talk he gave upon the 
relations that exist between the milk 
producer, the manufacturer of dairy 
products and the general public. 


"It would take five million cows 


one day to produce the volume of 
milk from which our customers were 
supplied with cream last year," said 
Mr. Davis. 


Mr. Davis pointed out the import- 


ant phases of milk production, the 
principal one being to attain^ purity, 
about which he said: 


"Milk and its products are among 


the most perishable in existence. 
It 


is the most susceptible of all foods 
to contamination. Science has evolved 
numerous safeguards for the con- 
sumers' milk supply and our com- 
pany has endeavored to apply prac- 
tically all of them. 
"All of our milk and cream 
are 


pasteurized, in other words kept at 
a temperature of 113 degrees Fahren- 
heit for 30 minutes, which reduces 
the danger of propagating infectious 
diseases to a negligible quantity ac- 
cording to the United States govern- 
ment experts. They are clarified, that 
is dirt, broken down animal tissue, 
etc.. are removed. This cannot be 
done by the old-fashioned method of 
straining owing to its existence in 
such a finely divided state. 


"The milk game is not all woes but 


in many ways is a most fascinating 
one.'" said Mr. Davis, "and ihere is a, 
great satisfaction to all who assist in 
successfully placing upon a construc- 
tive basis an industry of such funda- 
mental importance to mankind. The 
largeness of the place of the dairy 
cow as an economic factor among 
civilized peoples can hardly be esti- 
mated. 
The most flourishing banks 


in small communities are those that 
are surrounded by the greatest num- 
of cows 
The milk and cream pay- 


rolls of the farmers of Licking coun- 
ty would amaze the ordinary citizen 
of Newark. There are producers of 
the Licking Creamery Company who 
draw checks of a monthly total up 
to $275. 
"Xevrark has never, I believe, 


properly appreciated the important 
place in recent years which she 
should accord the dairy cow. There 
are twenty-two million cows in the 
United States and that is not nearly 
enough. They have not kept pace in 
increase with our population. 
The 


majority of these cows are not good 
enough, but notwithstanding this 
fact, milk is one of the cheapest foods, 
digestible nutrients considered, that 
the housewife can buy. A quart of 
milk at 9 cents is equal m nourish- 
ment to two pounds of chicken ai 70 
cents or 10 eggs at 34 cents. There 
should be more milk consumed as a 
matter of public economy and as a 
food rather than a beverage. 


"The Licking Creamery field or- 


ganization consists of experts upon 
the subject of producing milk on the 
farm. 
It is the policy of our com- 


pany to see not only that these men 
encourage sanitation 
on the 
farm 


with a view to making our products 
marketable, but that they also take up 
the vital points such as checking up 
cows according to their performance, 
with a view to assisting the farmer to 
eliminate boarders and breed profit- 
able cows. They are also experts on 
the subjects of feeding and are in a 
position to explain what rations are 
profitable to feed a dairy cow and are 
not."

cream locally the Licking Creamery 
Company is "largely engaged in the 
sweet cream trade, and manufactures 
condensed milk to some extent. The 
products are marketed from Newark, 
the sales force operating over a ter- 
ritory extending from New York to 
Chicago and sometimes as far south 
as Georgia.
